Here are some important notes for owners of the NJQRP DDS Daughtercard 
(http: //www.njqrp.org/dds) 


1) MAR-1A Running Hot 

With the help of good friends Jim Kortge K8IQY, Bob Johansen WB2SRF and 
Craig Johnson AAOZZ, I was able to get to the root cause of the amplifier 
running too hot on the DDS Daughtercards. Turns out that bias and gain 
components were selected based on the MAR-1 device spec sheet (which I had 
ordered/used in the prototype builds), but Mini-Circuits sent me the 
new+improved MAR-1A devices for the production run of parts. Thus a "mixed 
up spec sheet" condition reigned and component selection for R1 and R4 cause 
the amps run too hot in the first round of kits that were shipped. 


Two different value resistors must be used for safe operation. All DDS 
Daughtercard owners will receive a letter from the NJQRP this week 
containing substitute resistors for R1 and R4, along with an explanation of 
where these resistors are on the pc board and how they can be easily 
installed in place of those initially shipped with the kit. Actually, three 
different values of R4 will be supplied to allow the user to select the 
right one for each of three common supply voltages used by QRPers: 9V, 12V 
and 13.8V. 


Once the corrected values of R1 and R4 are implemented, the Daughtercard 
will typically produce an output of about 1V p-p from 10 kHz to about 30 
MHz. This corresponds to 2.5 mW output power, or +4 dBm. This output level 
is consistent with the gain characteristics of the MAR-1A device and the 
Daughtercard operates perfectly while becoming only mildly warm, as it 
should. 


2) Other Applications for the DDS Daughtercard 
We had previously mentioned some typical uses for the DDS Daughtercard. 
These included combination with the NJQRP QuickieLab 


(http: //www.njqrp.org/quickielab), with the PIC controller used in the AAQZZ 
"Siggen3a" project (http://www.njqrp.org/ham-pic/projects.htm), with the 
NJQRP Antenna Analyzer II (http://www.njqrp.org/antanal), and with a PC and 
with the HC908 Daughtercard (both at 

http: //www.njqrp.org/dds/waystouse.html). Further, we know of other PIC and 
ATmel controllers being developed for controlling the DDS Daughtercard. 

We have an NJQRP DDS Application Note in progress describing how one 
could drop in other MMIC amplifiers from Mini-Circuits to providing 
different output levels suitable for use in yet more circuits. 

Finally, we have a small team working on turning the DDS Daughtercard 
into a pluggable module suitable for use in a commercial QRP transceiver. 
Although we can't disclose many details about this yet, it is extremely 
exciting news and homebrewers & QRPers everywhere will be able to take 
advantage of this in the coming months. 


3) Next Round of Kits 

Reminder that our next round of kits will be shipped in about 3 weeks. 
We're currently awaiting a backordered item from Digi-Key, but still 
accepting orders and we'll ship just as soon as that part comes in. The DDS

Greetings, fellow QRP enthusiasts. I've settled in quite comfortably with 
my new K1 plus a Norcal Doublet and 85 ft. inverted L. Naturally, now that 
I have this very portable station put together and working, it's time to 
start a new, even more portable station. 


For this new "ultra portable" station I decided to try a loaded vertical. 
Why? For one thing, so I wouldn't have to carry telescopic poles, and 
second, well just because. I already own a tricked-out SuperAntenna MP-1 
(extra base section and feedline matching coil, plus capacity hat made with 
a Hi-Q Antennas hub and longer telescopic whip), but it is a bit on the 
heavy side. The PAC-12 looks very interesting, but I'm going to wait for 
the kit to come out before considering it. Consequently, I was led to the 
homebrew vertical built by Gary, NOSXX, for his mountain climbing and radio 
trips. Instructions for building it are at 

http: //marina.fortunecity.com/sanpedro/351/antenna2/antenna2.htm. 


This is a neat little antenna supported by a music stand base. I built it 
pretty much as Gary instructs, but decided to use quick disconnects for the 
radials and added a bracket and BNC connector similar to that found on the 
PAC-12. Also, I modified the mount for the Radio Shack 6' whip slightly. I 
used different wire for the radials, too. Last, I decided to use just one 
set of four radials (ones cut a quarter wavelength for 20m), as they are too 
close to the ground to be considered elevated. However, I still keep them 
off the ground to try and get a consistent SWR from one location to the 
next. I built coils for 20m and 15m, and put together a 20' feedline from 
RG-174 for easy portability. 


I set up the antenna on the front lawn at work during lunchtime one day last 
week, installing the 20m coil. Adjusting the whip have me an SWR of 1.5:1 
at the rig. Using 5w on my K1 I called CQ and on the second try got an 
answer from Bill, K3AS, in Wilmington, DE. We had a very nice chat for 25 
minutes before I had to take things down. (By the way, Bill was running 15w 
on a Century 21 and had a great fist. I hope I'm that good at age 81!) 


Although there was some deep fading, Bill said I was the strongest signal at 
his location on an otherwise dead band. I concluded that Gary's antenna 
works just fine. 


The antenna's design has one weak point to look out for (which Gary mentions 
in his instructions). The mast and coil connectors are made from 
telescoping brass tube. The connection to the coils is made with 6-32 
screws passed through the wooden dowel coil form and a tube on each end. 

One has to adjust the tightness just so to get good electrical contact, 
particularly with the thin-walled 11/32" tube. An analog VOM is very 
helpful with this. Gary tells me that with a dozen trips, no problems have 
arisen from this item. 


I just developed a coil for 40m and will be testing it out as soon as 
weather permits. I don't expect much in the way of efficiency on this band 
(33% at most is expected from calculations), but since I built my K1, my 
Norcal 40A has been neglected and needs a nice antenna to play with. (Will 
3 watts cut it on a short loaded vertical? It's worth a try, but my 
expectations aren't high. The 40A may get replaced by an SW20+, if I can 
get RIT for it.) 


Well, if you are looking for an antenna project and like portable operation, 
you might want to consider building Gary's vertical. I found all the 
materials (except for the Hamilton 400-N music stand) at the hardware store, 
and it was a great excuse to buy a soldering torch, small hacksaw, and a tap 
set. A guy can't have too many tools.

> Couple of things that I watch for using the big horiz. loops are: 
> Try to Not make any of the loops in the area of being a wavelength 
> in the standard U.S. Broadcast Band (540-1750KHz). So whatever 

> formula you are using i.e. the old 1005/fMHz, or the newer one I 
> have found to be closer for horizontal loops, 984/£MHz. This 

> means that the lengths that are Avoided at my antenna farm are 

> from 562 feet to1,822 feet. Reasoning is the dramatic increase of 
> incoming signals from the Broadcast Band that your receiver has 

> to reject plus all the other front end rejection you require to have 
> a quality received signal. This does make a significant difference 
> with our now high-tech receivers that actually don't need the bigger

Another item to avoid when using horizontal loops for multiband 

use, 1s Not to feed them at a corner. If you will just slide the feed 
point out from the corner maybe 15 to 20 feet, it will help avoid 

the rhombic effect on the upper bands and give you a more omni- 
directional coverage. This idea is a substitute to the idea of feeding 
it in the middle of a side, which is sometimes very difficult. 


Steve, Lyle, and Seab have given some great advise and ideas! 


One comment more, and that is, If you have the room to put up 
a large/big/huge horizontal loop, then also take the time to put 


up a smaller one inside the big loop. A handy size is one for 80 
meters, 984/3.5= 281 feet. This will allow you some great 
stateside coverage that the big momma will skip over. Keep in 
mind to have the unused loop grounded. Also remember that 

with these big antennas, they are very quiet and a thunderstorm 
can sneak up on you.

I regret to inform all of you who purchased the Pittsburg Style pc 
board for the Sniffer from me that there was an error in the layout 
diagram... The AMqrp website as well as my article in HomeBrewer, 
and the layout sheet I mailed you with the board are all in error.. 


The error involves the three leads of poly-varicap C1 capacitor. On 
the capacitor I used, the center pin was the common point between 
the two sections of the capacitor... 


Note: 
If you had a capacitor with 5 leads, please refer to the NJ 
Constructions Tips at 


http: //www.njqrp.org/sniffer/constructiontips.html 


There is a very nice drawing and information on how to use the 5 
terminal capacitor... 


This center pin or common point of the capacitor like I used should 

be connected to the land that is in the center of the three lands at 
the top of the layout image. This land connects to the "Antenna" 

land as well as the Coil L2 land.. The terminal on the right side of 
the capacitor should connect to the land connected to Coil L1.. 

The remaining lead on the left side of the capacitor would connect 

to the ground plane copper to complete the circuit... 


You can verify this by looking at the circuit diagram of the NJQRP 
Sniffer Manual and comparing it to my layout.. I sent a new 


drawing to George Heron, editor of HomeBrewer, to replace the 
current image with the error... If you want to receive the image 
directly from me, please e-mail me off list at wOmqy@mobil1.net 

and I will send you the drawing attached to the e-mail.. I am sure 
George will have it posted soon so you should not have to much of

I apologize for the error and thanks to Lee Hopper NB7F and his 
sharp eyes, this will be corrected...
